A judge has ruled the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB)'s deci- 
ion on the Bay Beach project 
o be adequate, dismissing a 
leave of appeal filed by the Fort 
Erie Waterfront Preservation 
Association (FEWPA). 

The Town of Fort Erie 
received the decision made by 
Justice P.B. Hambly on Tuesday 
iver the motion filed by the 
nt-condo group based on the 
IMB's decision from late 
January. 

In his decision to dismiss the 
appeal, Hambly stated "the 
board decision raises no issue 
of law on which the divisional 
t could conceivably find 
that the board's decision is 
unreasonable." 

Mayor Doug Martin noted 
"council adopted a new vision 
term... a town proud of its 
past, excited about today and 
building for tomorrow. This is 
the second appeal that has 
been dismissed and it is time to

Vince Molinaro, president 
of the Molinaro Group also 
provided a comment in a 
press release issued by the 
Town of Fort Erie. 

"This is another step in the 
right direction and we are 
very excited to move forward 
with marketing, design and 
eventual construction of the 
development," he said. 

The FEWPA appealed a 
zoning by-law that would 
allow the controversial 12- 
storey condominium build¬ 
ing move ahead at the munic¬ 
ipal level, which resulted in 
an OMB hearing at Town Hall 


in early November of last 

Reid Rossi, the OMB mem¬ 
ber who presided over the 
hearing, released a 54-page 
decision in January that dis¬ 
missed the appeal of the 
Town's zoning by-law approv¬ 
al. 

"This proposed develop¬ 
ment demonstrates in the 
board's determination a per¬ 
suasive step toward invigorat¬ 
ing Crystal Beach," he wrote 
in his report 

He also concluded the by¬ 
law amendment was consis¬ 
tent with relevant provincial 
policy statements and repre¬ 
sented good land use plan¬ 
ning, among other things. 

Following the OMB deci¬ 


sion, the FEWPA appealed its 
decision to the Superior Court 
of Justice, which was dis¬ 
missed this week. 

The Bay Beach properties, 
a four-acre parcel of land was 
acquired in 2011 for $2.1 mil¬ 
lion with the intention of 
seeking a return on invest¬ 
ment The municipality will 
now receive a $3.45 invest¬ 
ment in public amenities and 
will retain over 80 per cent of 
the site, including the entire 

Eric Gillespie, the lawyer 
representing FEWPA said a 
leave to appeal is rarely grant¬ 
ed in court cases, therefore he 
isn't shocked with the ruling. 

"The decision is not a com¬ 
plete surprise," he said. 



But he did hint at the pos¬ 
sibility that another chal¬ 
lenge could be on its way, 
when the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority per¬ 
mits the development to go 
ahead. The issue of the 
property being a dynamic 
beach hazard will likely 

"That's something many 
of our clients have pointed 
to as an even more funda¬ 
mental shortcoming in the 
planning process," said 
Gillespie. 

"The dynamic issue will 
likely come up again," he 

Another legal challenge is 
also before the court system, 
filed by a group of plaintiffs 
who claim the pur¬ 
chase and sale 
agreement between 
the Town and the 
Molinaro Group 
was unlawful.

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Town revoking non-profit 
group's bingo license 


It was supposed to be an 
update on summer activities 
held by the Friends of Crystal 
Beach (FOCB), but it turned 
into a heated discussion 
about the organization's 
future when it comes to 
bingo licensing. 

At Monday's regular coun¬ 
cil meeting, three represen¬ 
tatives from the FOCB were 
scheduled in one presenta¬ 
tion to discuss a summer 
concert series and other 
events provided by the 
Crystal Beach based non¬ 
profit group... but due to a 
letter sent by the Town of 
Fort Erie's community gam¬ 
ing and department that says 
the FOCB have been work¬ 
ing outside its mandate by 
exercising political opinions 
on its website, the conversa¬ 
tion took a turn. 

The group is set to have its 


bingo license revoked and 
representatives from the 
group took the podium to 
question the decision, but 
mostly to inquire about 
where they go from here. The 
letter is considered a confi¬ 
dential document, but 
according to president Bob 
Lund, it says the FOCB are 
no longer able to raise or 
spend bingo funds. 

Lund highlighted some of 
the group's efforts, saying 
they are wonderful events 
that shed a positive light on 
Crystal Beach. With a five- 
kilometre run slated for 
Canadian Thanksgiving 
weekend, Lund wanted to 
know what they should con¬ 
sider the status of the event. 

"We need to know about 
our future, in order to keep 
these things going," he said. 

"This puts in jeopardy all 
the community events put 
on by the FOCB," he added. 

The next meeting for the 


community gaming and 
development corporation 
will be held at the end of the 
month, where council's rep¬ 
resentative on the board 
Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
said the FOCB will have the 
opportunity to appeal the 
decision. 

Therefore, getting into 
specifics about the decision 
in a public forum was not 
necessary, according to 
Shular. 

"This issue is before the 
gaming board and is not 
appropriate in this venue," 
he said. 

Lund feels the 
group should have 
been given more of 
a chance to defend 
itself, rather than 
having its bingo 
license stripped 
from them on such 
short notice.

Editor seems to be at war with someone every week 



Editor’s Notebook 


Every week, it feels like 
I'm going to war with some- 

Sometimes I get my 
kicks out of it, but at times I 
can only sit back and shake 
my head and wonder when 
tempers will cool. 

Not any time soon, is my 
realistic estimation. 

What I want to talk about 
this week, is the different 
angles people take when 
they challenge some of the 
things I've said....mainly 
dealing with the Bay Beach 

At Monday's council 
meeting, I experienced two 


examples on the opposite 
end of the spectrum. 

Before the meeting 
started, I was standing out¬ 
side Town Hall soaking up 
the last few weeks of nice 
weather we have left, when 
someone who is strongly 
opposed to the 12-storey 
condo approached me for 
a casual conversation. 

Since I have written on 
many occasions in favour 
of the project, he joked 
there are a lot of people 
who "want me dead." 

It was a harmless com¬ 
ment and I laughed. No 
offense was taken and I 
appreciated the civility of 
our brief visit with one 
another. He didn't say it to 
be vulgar or rude. I have 
respect for people like this, 
who can still act like nor¬ 
mal human beings with 
others who don't share the 
same opinions as them. 

In the middle of the 
meeting, is where the fire¬ 


works started. 

The mood was one of 
the darkest I've seen in the 
council chambers in a very 
long time. The police had 
been called after former 
councillor Richard Berry 
refused to step down from 
the podium, after the mayor 
instructed staff to contact 
them. You could cut the 
tension in the air with a 
butter knife. 

Shortly after, a heated 
debate between members 
of the Friends of Crystal 
Beach and the mayor 
ensued and when it con¬ 
cluded, a lot of people were 
upset and their emotions 
clearly took over. 

One "gentleman" 
approached me at one of 
the media tables near the 
back of the chambers... and 
he certainly explained how 
he feels about me. 

Let's just say, I won't be 
going over to his home for 
dinner any time soon. 


I probably wouldn't 
accept the invitation either, 
so it's no sweat off my 
back. 

He asked me if I was 
going to write my story in 
the "one-sided" way I 
always do, most likely refer¬ 
ring to recent editorials I've 
authored. 

I said "I write things the 
way I see them." 

If I had ten dollars for 
every time I had to explain 
to someone that a one¬ 
sided opinion is the whole 
point of an editorial, I 
would probably be able to 
afford to buy one of the 
condos when they are 
built. 

This man also clenched 
onto my shoulder in a non¬ 
friendly way, to the point 
that if I was a little cry¬ 
baby, I might be able to get 
away with saying I was 
assaulted. 

That's not my style and 
I'm not going to do that. 


For a split second, react¬ 
ing entirely different than 
how I did, certainly crossed 
my mind. But cooler heads 
prevailed and I took the 
high road. 

Plus, the meeting had 
already been interrupted 
for about 45 minutes once 
and I didn't want to be 
responsible for the second 

For people who accuse 
me of being biased about 
the condo project, I simply 
ask them why it's taken 
them so long to bring it up, 
if it's their first time. 

As I have stated in count¬ 
less other editorials, I see 
the benefits of this devel¬ 
opment. 

Do people expect that 
my opinion has changed? 

After the open house, 
when it was explicitly 
explained by a crowd of 
planning professionals that 
all of the beach will remain 
in public hands, I saw this 


as assurance that some of 
the opposition's concerns 
should be alleviated. 

When it comes to this 
one building, I think it will 
help Crystal Beach, to put it 
simply. 

Although, I do side with 
the motion put forward 
earlier this year by Coun. 
John Hill for the Town to 
formulate a plan for its 
waterfront, for the purpose 
of making sure the entire 
stretch of beach isn't 
crowded with high-rises in 
the next ten to twenty 

Several condos would 
not fit into the fabric of 
Crystal Beach, I agree. 

But a nice building that 
comes with $3.45 million in 
amenities is more appeal¬ 
ing than a parking lot.

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Reader upset over care 
his mother received 


Dear Editor, 


Recently, I received a 
phone call at work inform¬ 
ing me that my mother 
was being sent to the 
Niagara Falls hospital 
with an apparent heart 

I rushed up knowing 
our mother is 96 years- 
old and she suffers from a 
heart condition. 

Upon arriving, I met 
with my family and I was 
informed she had chest 
pains, she looked grey 
and she was vomiting 
when the paramedics had 
arrived at the nursing 

My family and I went to 

When the doctor came 
in, we told him everything 
that happened and 
answered all his ques¬ 
tions as the doctor took 

At 1 p.m. we were told 
our mother had a bladder 
infection and we were 
asked if she had demen- 

The doctor said that 
would explain why she 
might have mistook her 
pains for a heart attack. 

We asked if my mom 
was checked for her heart 
problem and we were 


informed they would do 
that. 

informed my mom was 
okay and she would be 
given a prescription for 
her bladder infection after 
she was given a second 
blood test. 

We were told readings 
from my mom's first blood 
test were high. 


complaining of chest 
pains and we asked the 
nurse if we could get 
something for the pain. 

The nurse told us she 
would check and be right 
back. We never saw her 

At 4:30 p.m. our mom 
said she had to go to the 
washroom so I asked a 
nurse if she could help 
our mother. 

The nurse said that she 
would be right there. 

I watched her put on a 
gown and walk down a 
hallway and she never 

I finally found an order¬ 
ly who helped her. 

My mom had blood 
work done at 5 p.m. and 
at 6:15 p.m., the doctor 
came told us that the 
blood tests came back 
okay and my mom would 
be given a prescription 
for the bladder infection. 

We were told we could 


drive her home or the 
doctor would call for an 
ambulance. 

Mom said that she was 
too tired to sit up so we 
said the ambulance would 
be fine. We were told it 
might take two hours to 
for the ambulance to get 
to the hospital. 

We told the doctor not 
to bother and we would 
take her home. 

Now, comes the dis¬ 
gusting part. 

As I was talking with my 
family in the waiting 

and informed us the doc¬ 
tor told her they had the 
charts mixed up and our 
mother never had a blad¬ 
der infection. 

Even worse, the reason 
they had mixed up the 
charts was because all 
elderly people look alike. 

This is the sorry state 
our health system is in 
when our elderly are 
treated to conditions like 
this. 

They are the most vul¬ 
nerable members of our 
society and are the most 
helpless when needing 
care and every one of our 
politicians refuse to help

The pamphlet gives statis¬ 
tics which include the latest 
figures for Ontario which 
shows a poverty rate of 13 
per cent. It is the highest rate 
in 30 years and it is the fast¬ 
est growing rate in Canada 
since the last provincial elec¬ 
tion in 2007. 

Barron says there is a 
strong link between poverty 
and health which needs to 
be addressed — through the 
provincial election she 
hopes more people will take 
notice and ask their provin¬ 
cial candidates about it.
